5. Should major changes occur ad interim, such as merger or 
division of Synods, the percentages of such Synods shall be calculated 
on the basis of the congregational records. 

6. When this table of percentages has been reported to and adopted 
by the convention, it shall be the lawful basis on which the treasurer of 
the United Lutheran Church shal] distribute 25 per cent of the gg 
tionment to the Synods for the ensuing biennium.

Activities. 

Midland’s extra-curricular activities are numerous and of the high- 
est quality. We mention only a few so that the Kansas Synod constitu- 
ency may know its College offers in this direction an outlet for talents 
equal to that offered by the larger institutions. There are the popular 
athletics, the A Cappella Choir, Oratorio Chorus, Girls’ Glee Club, Male 
Quartet, Orchestra, Band, Dramatics, Forensics, Oxford Fellowship, 
Broadcasting, Y. M. C. A., Y. W. C. A., Cardinal and Blue Key-National 
honor societies, Kal and Wynn societies.

Receipts for the fiscal year were $107,424. siliclinsnnsions were 
$116,850, leaving a deficit of $9, 426. It is significant to note that due 
largely to salary decreases the departmental receipts were $85,325 while 
the expenditures were only $79,086. The accumulated operating deficit 
was $29,534. Credits from the Christian Education fund and transfer- 
ence of endowment certificates amount to $20,152, reducing the operat- 
ing deficit to $8,997. The accumulated deficit January 15 was $7,259 
with outstanding obligations for salaries, supplies, etc., of $20,200. Since 
then this amount has been reduced by approximately $14, 000. The total 
Christian Education fund delinquencies amount to more than $50,000. 

Unpaid pledges of Kansas Synod are $6,841, which is 36.6 per cent of 
the $18,735 originally pledged. 

Morteage per cent bonds were dué December 1 last. 
The interest on these bonds has never been in default. The Board 
voted a five-year extension of these bonds which action is generally 
agreeable to the bond holders. i | 

The financial situation became so acute during the year that the 
Board authorized the deposit of $15,000 of its endowment in Equitable 

and Loan shares with two Fremont banks to secure a $10,000 
loan. Shares of these securities in the amount of $5,000 were distributed 
to faculty members in partial payment of salary arrears.

| REPORT OF CAMP MANAGER. ae 
As this is intended to be the closing chapter of my Lutheran Camp 
management, may I presume to summarize a few things. Since the camp 
has been in my charge, it has not been simply to run it and get through 
with it; but there has been a definite and simple program, and every- 
thing had to work toward its accomplishment. ; 

When I began in the spring of 1929, there was practically no money 
in the treasury, the grounds were in bad shape; there was poor shelter, 
and the groups of former years, with a couple of exceptions, had left.

The first thing was to get new groups and treat them so that they 
would come back. Therefore there must be improvements and assurance 
of better things from time to time, and the camp must not be conducted 
for amusement but for physical, moral and spiritual education.

The w of another year has been recorded. Can we read that 
record in the coming days and feel that it will be said of us as Jesus 
once said of Mary, “She hath wrought a good work—and what she hath 
done will be told as a memorial to her.” What greater memorial could 
we wish than to be remembered for our service to Him? : 

For our failures to use the great opportunities given us, do we hide 
behind a few excuses, as those who were bid to the Great Feast? Do 
we say, “Have me excused from Synodical work as an officer or secre- 
tary, or from active part in my local society, for I am too busy to be 
one of the Builders in the New World”; or “There is nothing to do 
now that we do not receive reports in department work.” Here I would 
say, “You have now a greater opportunity to extend your usefulness, 
than ever before, through information and methods.”
